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BUTCHER'S 
E250KF0R 
LOST LIMB 


A BUTCHER has accepted 
£250,000 in damages from 
Medway NHS Foundation 
Trust after a series of med¬ 
ical blunders led to his leg 
being amputated. 

Ian Watts, from Rochester, was 
admitted to Medway Maritime 
Hospital in July, 2004, suffering from 
an infection in his little toe. 

He left the hospital with his left leg 
amputated just below the knee. 

Mr Watts, a diabetic, said the hospi¬ 
tal’s failure to properly control his dia¬ 
betes and shoddy nursing practices

resulted in the loss of the limb. His 
right foot also developed an infection 
as a result of a badly applied pressure 
stocking and doctors considered 
amputating it as well. 

The former part-time butcher has 
been left severely disabled and reliant 
on his wife who has multiple sclerosis. 

Mr Watts launched legal action 
against the trust and was finally 
offered a sum of £250,000 shortly 
before the case was due to go to court. 

He said: “I was devastated at losing 
my leg and concerned about the 


impact this would have on my future. 
I was terrified of losing my right leg, 
too. It was a physically and psycholog¬ 
ically exhausting time and I was 
extremely depressed and distraught 
at the treatment I had received. I just 
wanted to die. I couldn’t face living 
without legs.” 

Mr Watts was admitted to hospital 
after months of worsening pain. His 
initially sore toe had developed into 
an ulcer which had not improved 
despite regular treatment by his GP 
and the practice nurses. The hospital 
said the only treatment was to ampu¬ 
tate the toe. Amputation did not work

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Prison warning 
to 'Mad Jack' 
business debt 
plot blackmailer

A BLACKMAILER who 
sent a loan shark nick¬ 
named 'Mad Jack’ to collect 
£400,000 from a rival busi¬ 
nessman has been warned 
he faces prison. 

Lakhbir Bhana, 41, says he was 
owed the cash for work his 
Dyneema construction company 
carried out on behalf of the 
Medway-based KKB Haulage firm, 
run by Colin Basi. 

Bhana, from Gravesend was 
found guilty of conspiracy to black¬ 
mail after a two-and-a-half-week 
trial and will be sentenced in 
September. Also facing prison are 
Surjit Bhalla, 29, from Staines; 
Ajmal Ellahi, 34, from 
Birmingham; and John Phillips, 49, 
from Reading; who were all 
involved in the plot. 

Det Sgt Gary Scarfe said: “This 
was an attempt to blackmail a busi¬ 
nessman using threats of extreme 
violence against the victim and his 
family. The threat of firearms being 
used was mentioned as a means of 
enforcing the demand. 

“These men were prepared to go 
to great lengths in order to obtain a 
large sum of money they believed 
they were entitled to.” 

Maidstone Crown Court heard 
how Bhana lost an adjudication 
against Mr Basi for the £340,000 he 
claimed to be owed, and was 
ordered to pay £60,000 costs. 

In attempting to get the money 
back, Bhana enlisted the help of 
Ellahi in tracking down a debt col¬ 
lector. Ellahi in turn contacted

Bhalla, who put him in touch with 
Phillips - a former bodybuilder 
nicknamed ‘Mad Jack’ and ‘Rambo’ 
who had a scar running from his 
eye down to his mouth and claimed 
to work for the IRA. 

The court heard howBhalla drove 
his blue BMW to the KKB site with 
Phillips on June 17, 2009. Phillips 
entered the site and met Mr Basi 
where he then demanded “£340k 
and £60k”. 

Phillips handed Mr Basi a scrap 
of paper that included his home 
address and telephone numbers 
indicating he knew where he lived. 
Phillips threatened that if he failed 
to pay, he would go to the home with 
firearms and use violence against 
Mr Basi and his family. 

Ian Acheson, prosecuting, said all 
three men had conspired together 
to use Phillips as ‘muscle’ in making 
demands with menaces from Mr 
Basi that would leave him in fear 
for the safety of himself and his 
family and be forced to pay them 
either the £400,000 in total or at 
least the £60,000 deemed to be the 
cost of the adjudication.

as severe pain then developed in Mr 
Watts’ left foot. 

Its condition deteriorated, so his leg 
was taken off below the knee. 

While Mr Watts was bedridden 
after the operation, he noted there 
appeared to be a “state of disarray” on 
the ward and claimed nurses would 
sometimes nearly give him the wrong 
medication. A pressure stocking was 
also applied so tightly to his right leg 
that a blood blister developed. 

Nurses would periodically check 
the stump of the left leg, but no exam¬ 
ination was made of the right. 

After discharge, an ulcer developed 
on his right foot and he was admitted 
to East Grinstead Hospital and told 
that it would have to be amputated. 

Fortunately, a second opinion was 
sought and a nine-hour operation 
saved the foot. 

Mr Watts said: “The amputation 
has had a huge impact on the quality 
of my life and that of my wife, Susan. 
She has to help me with general care, 
which is difficult because of her MS. 

“I used to enjoy golf and birdwatch¬ 
ing, but am now unable to manage 
the walking.” 

Kashmir Uppal, of Thompsons 
Solicitors, said: “Medway NHS Trust 
never admitted liability for what we 
consider to have been a series of fail¬ 
ures that led to the loss of one leg and 
the near loss of the other. They also 
refused to settle the case until a few 
months before the trial, forcing Mr 
and Mrs Watts to go through a stress¬ 
ful litigation process. 

“The compensation we have 
secured represents the money he will 
need to pay for his future care and 
assistance, as well as loss of earnings 
and the costs incurred in having his 
house adapted.” 

A Trust spokesman said: “Mr Watts’ 
claim was settled without any admis¬ 
sions of liability. 

“The Trust extends its sincerest 
sympathy to Mr Watts for the dis¬ 
tress that he suffered and hopes that 
he will continue with his recovery.” 

Fraud suspects held 

FOUR suspected Slovakian fraud¬ 
sters were arrested during raids on 
two properties in Medway. 

The gang - two men and two 
women - are thought to have stolen 
£275,000 in a tax credit scam. 

They were arrested in Chatham 
and Rochester. Cash and documenta¬ 
tion were recovered. It is believed the 
group completed fraudulent National 
Insurance applications and made 
bogus tax credits claims before laun¬ 
dering the proceeds. 


Council tax arrears are £4.2m 


MEDWAY Council has topped a 
table of shame with the most uncol¬ 
lected cash from council tax and busi¬ 
ness rates in the South East, accord¬ 
ing to a trade union. 

But the council says it is is doing 
everything to cut the deficit and 
claims it will eventually collect most 
of the total debt. 

The GMB found Medway’s coffers 
were short of over £10 million in 
uncollected council taxes and rates 
from businesses. 

The people of Medway owe the 
council an astonishing £4,215,000 in 
council tax covering just the past 
year. And in the same period uncol¬ 
lected non domestic rates are sitting 
at £6,250,000. 

The union said for all 67 councils in 
South East the total uncollected was 


£154,175,559. Richard Ascough, 
GMB regional secretary, said: “This 
level of uncollected local taxes cannot 
be accepted at a time when deficits in 
the public finances are giving rise to 
cuts in public services and job losses 
at a time of high unemployment. 

“We have called for the rules to be 
revamped to make non-payment of 
what amounts to a property tax 
almost impossible. 

“For example, landlords are not 
allowed to collect council tax from 
tenants when they pay rent. 

“This means short-term tenants 
can evade paying council taxes until 
they have left the property and make 
it difficult for councils to track them 
down.” 

A Medway Council spokesman 
said: “We have a duty to make sure 


everyone pays and we make every 
effort to recover all tax debt. While all 
councils realise there will be some 
bad debt, we expect to collect more 
than 98.5 per cent of all council tax 
billed over time. 

“This is very much in line with 
other councils’ expectations. The fig¬ 
ures the GMB quotes do not present 
the full picture as they do not include 
arrears from previous years and do 
not take into account the fact coun¬ 
cils use different methods to report 
the cash collected. 

“This means you will get a different 
picture depending on which council it 
is. In addition, Medway is one of the 
largest authorities in the region, 
therefore it is expected to have a 
greater debt figure than the smaller 
district authorities listed.”

Plans in hand to bring 
Medway Queen home 


DUNKIRK Little Ships 
heroine the Medway Queen 
is set to return home. 

After decades of neglect, Britain’s 
last estuary paddle steamer was 
reduced to a rotting pile of steel and 
wood. 

But as a massive restoration proj¬ 
ect in Bristol draws to an end, prepa¬ 
rations are being finalised to bring 
the ship back home to Medway. 

She should be afloat under her own 
steam some time next year. 

A tentative date in September 2012 
is the target for the trip to tow her 
back to the county, thanks to work 
being paid for with European fund¬ 
ing secured by Medway Council, 
which has been supporting the 
Medway Queen Preservation Society. 

More than £900,000 was secured 
from the European Regional 
Development Fund, which created 
training opportunities for appren¬ 
tices to work on the historic restora-

tion that will help keep old shipbuild¬ 
ing skills alive. 

As the hull is being completed at a 
Bristol company, it is full steam 
ahead in Medway. 

Apprentices are already busy 
restoring parts of the historic vessel 
so the refit can progress seamlessly 
when the hull arrives. 

Students from MidKent College are 
using their skills in woodwork and 
engineering, including welding and 
fabrication. 

Luke Norris, 22, has been learning 
welding to restore handrails and 
lamp standards. 

He said: “It was a good opportunity 
to give something back to Medway 
and its history. 

“Learning engineering at MidKent 
College has helped me, and in turn I 
can help with the restoration.” 

Chairman of the restoration proj¬ 


ect, John Kempton, said: “We are 
happy with the progress being made 
and can’t wait to get her back on the 
Medway where she belongs.” 

The small ship rescued 7,000 men 
from the beaches of Dunkirk in 1940 
in a record seven crossings of the 
choppy Channel. 

When the war ended, she returned 
to her paddle-steaming duties on the 
Thames and Medway before finally 
being retired in 1963. 

Years later, the rotting hulk was 
rediscovered and an incredible battle 
began to get her afloat once again. 

Medway Council’s portfolio holder 
for strategic development and eco¬ 
nomic growth, Cllr Jane Chitty, said: 
“This project has given Medway the 
unique opportunity to not only 
restore a piece of our naval heritage, 
but also to bring it back to Medway 
and engage our future generations, 
creating work and training opportu¬ 
nities for them.” 

“A lot of hard work went into secur¬ 


ing funding for this project, 
as well as a range of other 
initiatives we are working 
on with our partners in 
Europe, all designed to ben¬ 
efit the community. 

“In this case, we have 
worked closely alongside 
the Medway Queen 
Preservation Society to 
maximise the benefits this 
project will bring for every¬ 
one in Medway.” 


Cleaner jailed for 
stealing cards 
and pin numbers 

A CHATHAM woman has been jailed for 
21 months after she admitted stealing 
thousands of pounds from elderly vic¬ 
tims. 

Michelle Phillips, 
was arrested in 
November last 
year after she stole 
the money over a 
10-month period. 

The 43-year-old 
fraudster claimed 
her first victim 
when she worked 
as a carer for a 79- 
year-old neigh¬ 
bour. During this 
time, Ms Phillips 
took control of the man’s finances and 
stole £15,000 from his bank account. For 
this crime she was charged with fraud 
by abuse of position. 

More victims were to follow as Ms 
Phillips went on to steal the bank cards 
and pin details of four other elderly peo¬ 
ple, while working as a cleaner in their 
homes in Chatham and Rochester. 

She stole more than £6,500 from a 75- 
year-old man and three women. 

These incidents resulted in four 
charges of fraud by false representation. 

Gary Smith, Detective Inspector for 
Kent Police in Medway said: “Phillips 
clearly abused her position of trust and 
preyed on old and vulnerable people to 
gain cash for herself. 

“She has been rightly jailed for her 
actions, which has left elderly victims 
with little or no money. Her actions were 
selfish, calculated and have caused 
unrest to a number of people.” 

Ms Phillips admitted five counts of 
fraud and was sentenced at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Friday, July 16.

Work set to start on £5m bus terminal 


WORK is set to begin on the controversial Chatham town 
centre bus terminal. 

Contractors are expected to begin building the £5 mil¬ 
lion riverside station in the next few weeks. 

It is hoped that the Globe Lane facility will be opera¬ 
tional by March next year. 

Council bosses have appointed construction firm 
Morgan Sindall as the main developer of the terminal. 

Medway Council leader Rodney Chambers said: “The 
appointment of Morgan Sindall as the main contractor 
represents important progress for Chatham. 

“It means we can now press ahead with getting this 
superb new bus station up and running by next year. 
That’s the deadline, because our central government 
funding for the project is time-limited. 

“Even though the programme currently indicates an 
overrun beyond March 31, we are using every endeavour 
to bring the project in on time.” 

The new station, used by all local bus operators, will 
replace the old terminal situated inside the Pentagon 
Shopping Centre, described by council regeneration boss 
Robin Cooper as one of the worst bus facilities in Britain. 

It will use technology that tracks the progress of buses 
and feeds customers up-to-the-minute arrival and depar¬ 
ture times on digital display boards. 

It will also include 19 stops, with six along Waterfront 
Way, as well as waiting areas for passengers protected

from the weather by glass screens, and a ticket centre 
with public toilets and vending machines. 

The terminal proposal has been plagued by long delays, 
as a result of negative feedback from town centre busi¬ 
nessmen, residents and shoppers. 

Campaigners also opposed the station’s location, which 
has led to a number of horse chestnut trees in The 
Paddock being chopped down. 

A recent survey by customer watchdog Passenger Focus 
showed that value for money on Medway bus services 
was the worst among the 14 areas that took part.

Memorial plan 
for Maze victims 
gathers support

A MEMORIAL to commemorate 
the victims of a public fire display 
that went tragically wrong could 
be on the cards following an inter¬ 
national campaign. 

Nine children and six adults burned to 
death during the Gillingham Park stunt in 
July 1929, when a blaze started by the town’s 
firefighters raged out of control and ripped 
apart the makeshift house they were sup¬ 
posed to be rescued from. 

Canadian dental hygienist Lori Oschefski, 
who came across the story when researching 
her family tree, has campaigned for a perma¬ 
nent memorial to be placed at the scene of 
the tragedy that has already won backing 
from Kent Fire and Rescue Service. 

And now Medway Council appears to be on 
board too, judging by an email sent to the 50- 
year-old Ontario native by greenspace devel¬ 
opment manager Chris Valdus. 

It read: “As part of a major funding package 
for Gillingham Park, Medway Council 
included a sum of money to incorporate a 
memorial to the lives lost in the tragedy. 

“This funding was unfortunately not 
secured, but the council is currently review¬ 
ing implementing a smaller scheme and - 
subject to budget availability - will be includ¬ 
ing a memorial as this was a major event in 
the history of the park.” 

The Fireman’s Wedding display was a pop¬ 
ular annual attraction at Gillingham Park, 
and would culminate every year with the fire 
brigade ‘rescuing’ volunteers from a three- 
storey structure cobbled together with wood¬ 
en beams and tarpaulin. 

It was rigged to catch fire, but the flamma¬ 
ble liquids were triggered too early and spec¬ 
tators were confronted with the horror of 
many of the children and adults burning or 
jumping to their deaths. 

One of those who died was 12-year-old 
Navy cadet Eric Edward Cheeseman, whom 
Ms Oschefski discovered was the nephew of 
her grandfather William Cheeseman. 

She told KOS Media she was keeping her 
fingers crossed that the memorial to the 15 
victims - including three firefighters - would 
eventually see the light of day. 

“I am encouraged by recent communica¬ 
tions from Mr Valdus acknowledging the 



importance of this event in the history of the 
Gillingham community,” she said. 

“However, it is still not 100 per cent and 
there is still a chance for this not to happen, 
especially with budget cuts. 

“While this acknowledgement is a step in 
the right direction, it is my understanding 
that at the end of the day his recommenda¬ 
tion is still subject to budget approval. 

“At this crucial point it is still extremely 
important to continue our growing cam¬ 
paign. Councillors will eventually have to 
vote to agree on the financing for a memori¬ 
al so I implore everyone who has an interest 
to contact their local representative and ask 
for their support.” 


Police recruits turned away 
as budget cuts hit training 


KENT Police has been forced to cancel train¬ 
ing placements for 200 recruits in a bid to help 
tackle its £23 million deficit. 

Senior officers at the force were apologetic, 
but said the move was vital. 

A total of 196 hopefuls heard their place¬ 
ments are void, a month after the force said it 
would have to save £23m over three years. 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn Thomas 
said: ‘We see no prospect of employing those 
on the waiting list in the next two years. 

“We can understand the disappointment of 
those who have already passed the selection 
process, but in the last year we have seen a sig¬ 
nificant fall in the number of vacancies.” 

Between April 1, 2009, and March 31, 2010, 
some 127 recruits joined Kent Police as offi¬ 
cers, and since April 1, 2010, 41 recruits have 
been taken on. 

ACC Thomas said:“The aim of this is to 
improve the service to the public and to free 
more officers to work on the frontline. This 
process may lead to savings that can be rein¬ 


vested in officer numbers.” 

Chairman of Kent Police Federation, Ian 
Pointon, told KOS Media the recruits would be 
“hugely disappointed” but the force had to 
make this difficult decision. 

The new Chief Constable, Ian Learmonth, 
told KOS Media at the beginning of July that 
senior ranks may be slashed from the Kent 
Police hierarchy in a bid to save money. 

There are currently 24 superintendents in 
Kent earning between £60,750 and £74,022 
per year, and 14 chief superintendents on 
between £72,543 and £76,680. The lowest 
ranked PC earns less than £23,000 per year. 

The force had already saved £5m through its 
collaboration with Essex Police, which 
includes the shared use of a helicopter and the 
launch of the new Serious Crime Directorate. 

Ann Barnes, Chair of Kent Police Authority, 
said: “I feel really sorry for the applicants. I 
appreciate how disappointed and let down 
everyone must feel. However, there really was 
no other option.”

minority groups 
in Parliament 


PARLIAMENT needs to be more 
representative of the people it 
serves, says an Asian community 
leader taking part in an MP shad¬ 
owing scheme. 

Northfleet resident Gurvinder Sandher - 
director of the Kent Equality Cohesion Council 
- says the House of Commons should be home 
to more female and disabled members as well 
as those from black and ethnic minority (BME) 
backgrounds. 

The bhangra dance club organiser was one of 
31 applicants chosen from a group of more than 
150 to take part in the scheme, organised by 
Operation Black Vote (OBV) in partnership 
with the Communities and Local Government 
department. 

He has been paired up with newly-elected 
Conservative MP Andrew Stephenson, who 
represents the Pendle constituency in 
Lancashire. 

Mr Sandher said: “There are fewer than 30 
black and Asian MPs at the moment, but the 
House of Commons also needs more women

and disabled people to be truly representative. 

“I was bom and bred in this country, but 
growing up there were no Asian MPs for me to 
look up to, and I think it’s important that chil¬ 
dren have role models. 

“It also helps to have members of the BME 
community in Parliament because they can 
provide a different perspective on certain sub¬ 
jects that may affect the people they represent.” 

Kent is currently home to two MPs from an 
ethnic minority background: Maidstone and 
The Weald representative Helen Grant and 
Gillingham and Rainham member Rehman 
Chishti. 

Mr Chishti was bom in Pakistan, while Mrs 
Grant, who took part in a previous shadowing 
scheme and is the Conservative’s first black 
female MP, is of part-Nigerian descent. 

Launching the scheme last week, 
Parliamentary Under Secretary Andrew 
Stunell admitted the House of Commons was 
still “disproportionately white”. 

He added: “This Government wants a fair

society where race and ethnicity are no barrier. 

“This scheme will provide 31 ambitious, ethi- 
cally-diverse people with invaluable experience 
to help them make Parliament and local coun¬ 
cils more tmly reflect our communities. 

Last January more than 50 people - includ¬ 
ing Merlene Carrington from Medway - cele¬ 
brated their appointments as magistrates 
under a similar scheme created by OBV and 
the Ministry of Justice. 


Higher train fares 
set to continue 

COMMUTERS hoping for a break from 
high ticket fares could miss out as 
Government reviews its pricing system 
in the light of the budget deficit. 

For train passengers in Kent - who 
already pay some of the highest fares in 
the country - it means a long-awaited 
reprieve may not happen soon. 

With the Department for Transport 
looking to reduce Government rail subsi¬ 
dies, proposals are to allow train opera¬ 
tors to charge more for season and saver 
tickets through changes to the pricing 
formula. 

Tunde Olatunji, Kent manager for 
independent watchdog Passenger Focus, 
said if the review results in the formula 
being increased, passengers could have 
to pay high increases each year. 

Rail firm Southeastern is currently in 
a four-year franchise agreement with 
Government which allows the company 
to increase fares by as much as three per 
cent above the retail price index (RPI), 
currently 5.3 per cent. For train firms in 
the rest of the country, the formula for 
raising fares is RPI plus one per cent. 

The pricing regulations allow 
Southeastern flexibility to increase some 
fares by up to five per cent, as long as the 
overall average across the area does not 
go above RPI plus three per cent. 

But with the franchise agreement due 
to run out in 2012, the pricing formula 
for Kent had been set to drop to the same 
levels as the rest of the country. 

Plans submitted to the Treasury, how¬ 
ever, suggest giving train operators flex¬ 
ibility to charge more with a new formu¬ 
la of inflation plus five per cent. 

A spokesman at Southeastern said no 
decisions had been made and the compa¬ 
ny was yet to see Government proposals.

How did you first become a midwife? 


R I married quite young, had four babies of 
my own and loved everything about preg¬ 
nancy, birth and motherhood and was sad to 
leave it all behind once my own family was 
complete so thought midwifery was a way to 
stay involved. At 32 I went back to full-time 
study at university and arrived at my dream 
job six years later. 


Q Why did you set up an independent midwifery service 
what are the advantages compared to the NHS? 

A I believe in the NHS and if I could work the 
way I do now I would never have left, but 
midwifery is more to me than just a job, it is a 
commitment to an individual woman. 

After working locally in two different trusts 
for two years as a new midwife, I soon realised 
I would not be able to stay in such a large 
organisation. I wanted to be one-to-one with 
women, to get to know them and their fami¬ 
lies. Evidence shows that one continuous mid¬ 
wife throughout pregnancy and birth 
improves all outcomes. 

I was often so busy in the NHS that I did not 
have the time to really be the midwife I want¬ 
ed to be or give the personal care that takes 
time. Now I have one woman at a time to give 
attention to and she knows I am a phone call 
away, 24/7. Women want to know the midwife 
who will care for them during their birth and 
know that she will not be going home hallway 
through their labour. 


Q Would you say it is better for children to be bom at home 
rather than a hospital? 

A Absolutely. There are still those who 
believe hospital is the safest place but just 
because you believe something does not make 
it fact. Birth is a very safe and normal process, 
not an illness, and we have the evidence that 
for most women, home is the safest and best 
place of all to be. 

You rarely hear women telling horror stories 
about their home births, although unfortu¬ 
nately when they do, it hits the news because 
it is so rare. 

All babies used to be bom at home, then, 
with no evidence to back up the information, 
the public were led to believe hospitals were 
safer and a whole culture was changed. We are 
now trying to change it back and increase the 
homebirth rate but it takes time. 

Women and babies are more likely to end up 
with problems if the birth is treated as a med¬ 
ical event. 

Q Do you think doctors too easily resort to Caesarean 
births? 

A in some cases yes, but it is because they 
view childbirth as a potential problem 
rather than a normal life event. 

They see the worst-case scenario and act on 
it, whereas midwives presume normal till 
proven otherwise. The more often something 
happens the easier it becomes and the more 
normal it seems, but Caesarean births are not 
normal and should be reserved for life-saving. 


Q Can you tell us about some of the most unusual births 
you have been involved with? 

A I travelled to Turkey last year to help a 
woman have a waterbirth and the press 
hounded us as it was so rare. I have helped 
women having twins and breech babies, vagi¬ 
nal births following Caesareans, but the vast 
majority are just normal woman wanting nor¬ 
mal births. 

The best home birth of my career, however, 
was just last week, when I helped my first 
grandchild to be bom at home into his daddy’s 
hands. It was an amazing family occasion and 
an hour after he was bom we were all having 
a celebratory breakfast. 

( What would you say is the most rewarding part of your 
job? 

A When I leave the house following a home 
birth, mum, dad and baby are all tucked up 
happily and have not been separated. After all 
these years I still want to run up to the post¬ 
man and say “I helped that happen.” 

Q What role do you think fathers have when it comes to 
childbirth? Do you think he has to be present? 

A What is right for one woman and her part¬ 
ner may not be right for another. 

Some dads want to be fully hands-on and my 
role is to facilitate that. Some dads need to be 
down the pub and my job is to support them in 
that decision. I think couples are too pressured 
to conform to what society thinks.

VETERAN of the seas HMS 
Cavalier is a finalist in the Best 
Education Project category in The 
National Lottery Awards 2010 and 
now needs votes to help win.

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Hornets a big threat to honey bees

KILLER hornets from across the 
Channel could be driving honey 
bees from their hives. 

The giant insects - around four times the 
size of the British bee - are believed to be trav¬ 
elling from France and forcing the honey bee 
from its home. 

In scenes more likely to be seen in a horror 
film, the hornets hover in front of a hive, 
picking off their victims before ripping off 
the heads, wings and legs and feeding the body 
to their young. 

The rest of the colony is then weakened, 
leaving the hornets free to loot the hive. 

Although bee-lovers warned of their poten¬ 
tial arrival to the UK just months ago, wildlife 
expert Kerry King, from Hythe, believes they 
may have already arrived. 

“There’s a hive in Sandling Park which has 
had honey bees for ten years, but in February

they suddenly left,” he said. “Pesticides aren’t 
used there so it couldn’t be that, and the bees 
disappeared so suddenly. 

“It wouldn’t be hard for these hornets to 
come over from France. If there is a change in 
wind direction they could be swept across - it’s 
only 21 miles. They could even come across on

the ferries.” This new predator, which is two 
inches long with a three-inch wingspan, is the 
Asian hornet, or vespa velutina nigrithorax, 
first seen in France in 2004. 

The species is thought to have arrived in 
Bordeaux from China in a consignment of pot¬ 
tery designed for horticultural trade. 


In 2007, apiaries in France began to see up 
to 70 per cent losses in bee colonies and it was 
soon discovered the monster insects, in groups 
of up to 50, had been on a killing spree. 

One hornet can kill up to 40 honey bees in a 
minute - a group of them up to 30,000 in a few 
hours. 

Mr King said: “There are three things going 
against honey bees; pesticides, parasites and 
these hornets. It’s going to have a detrimental 
effect on our economy if there are no honey 
bees to carry out pollination.” 

A third of foodstuffs are dependant on polli¬ 
nation by honey bees, which also provide more 
than 50 per cent of the pollination of wild 
plants that other wildlife depends on. 

While Asian bees have evolved to cope with 
the attacks, where some 500 bees will mob the 
hornet causing it to overheat, the European 
honey bee is unlikely to survive. 

Three months ago experts from honey 
health specialist Vita said the hornet threat to 
bees was spreading rapidly through France 
and would soon be in the UK. 


Crossing review 
to consider toll 
booth changes 

TOLL booths could be removed from the 
Dartford crossing in an effort to tackle con¬ 
gestion. 

Dartford MP Gareth Johnson said he had 
raised the matter with Transport Secretary 
Phillip Hammond. 

Mr Johnson said: “Ministers have accepted 
that current levels of congestion at the cross¬ 
ing cannot be allowed to continue. There was 
an acceptance that there has to be change. 

“The ministry is carrying out a review of 
the logistics involved in removing the toll 
booths and the congestion and pollution they 
cause. 

‘While this review is being carried out the 
ministry will also look at the possibility of 
allowing tolls to be suspended when severe 
tailbacks build up. 

“It clearly makes sense for the tolls to be 
suspended to allow tailbacks to clear.” 


Boris Island drifts 
further off course 

AN AIRPORT in the Thames Estuary will 
not be considered by the coalition 
Government, according to aviation minister 
Theresa Villiers. 

Conservative London Mayor Boris 
Johnson believes his £40 billion ‘Boris 
Island’ idea could 
become a reality 
within ten years - 
but the plans have 
been controversial 
from the start. 

Now his own 
party has distanced 
itself from the pro¬ 
posals, which Mr 
Johnson put for¬ 
ward as an alterna¬ 
tive to a third run¬ 
way at Heathrow. 

Responding to a 
parliamentary 
question from 
Gillingham and 
Rainham MP Rehman Chishti (Con), Mrs 
Villiers confirmed it was not an option the 
Government was considering. 

She added: “Our priority is to make effi¬ 
cient use of existing airport infrastructure 
in the South East.”

Deadly Somme weapon located 


EVIDENCE of a long-forgotten 
British secret weapon aimed at 
shortening the war in the trench¬ 
es is coming to light along the 
Somme Valley in northern France 
- the scene of unimaginable 
slaughter in 1916. 

Parts of a giant flame-thrower, which 
would have engulfed the German front line 
in a blistering inferno, have been unearthed 
by archaeologists who now believe they can 
pinpoint the exact location of the massive 
weapon - still buried under tonnes of earth. 

It was destroyed by German shellfire - 
purely coincidentally - before it could ever be 
used - and three similar weapons were never 
deployed in action. 

Royal Engineers, based at Chatham, 
designed the device which could hurl 1,000 
gallons of burning oil at the enemy 

But it needed more than 300 men to 
manoeuvre it into position along the British 
lines. And it was while this was being done 
that German shells hit the working parties. 

Troops ran for cover, abandoning the flame¬ 
thrower, which was buried as the ground 
erupted amid the carnage of exploding shells. 

French historian Frederick Hadley, curator 
of a museum specialising in the Battle of the 
Somme in the town of Peronne, said parts of 
the “First World War: Shock and Awe” 
weapon had come to light recently 

“The flame-thrower had been known about 
via military records but no physical evidence 
had ever emerged as to its location,” he said. 

“It was supposed to go into action on July 1, 
1916 - the opening day of the Battle of the 
Somme, near the village of Mametz - but 
shellfire dropped on the troops bringing it 
into position. 

“There had been many reports of the inci-

dent but no artefacts recovered until now. 

“Excavations of top soil have recovered the 
valves which would have regulated the flow 
of oil to be ignited - but the main hose has 
never been found. 

“However, archaeologists think they know 
where it is and are seeking help in the form 
of finance and the necessary earth-movers to 
bring it to light. 

“There are also tanks which would have 
held the fuel to be burnt - they are still 
under the ground somewhere as well.” 

The secret weapon was developed by the 
Royal Engineers and the man at the front 
charged with its deployment was Major 
William Livens, who had also supervised the 
installation of gas projectiles. 

It took the form of a massive hose linked to 
giant fuel tanks with accompanying regula¬ 
tory valves to control the flow of liquid. 

This was intended to run through an 
underground trench snaking out from the 
British lines into no-man’s-land. 

The fuel would have been ignited as it left 
the nozzle of the hose and projected towards 
the German lines - around 100 yards away. 

M Hadley said: “If it had ever have been 
used it would have literally resulted in a wall 
of fire descending on the German trenches. 
The result would most likely have been utter 
panic.” 

The flames would also have resulted in 
oxygen being sucked into the fire suffocating 
German soldiers who had taken cover in 
underground bunkers and previously secure 
dugouts. 

But because of its unwieldiness, the num¬ 
ber of men needed to operate it and the 
destruction of the prototype, the three simi¬ 
lar weapons being produced were never 
deployed. 


Police at your beck and call 


WHEN staff at the Kent Police Force Contact 
and Control Centre pick up the phone they 
have no idea who’s on the other end. 

The caller could be phoning to report a 
major incident, a crime in progress or per¬ 
haps a motorway crash. 

But whatever it is about, the listening 
skills and calm approach of the call-handlers 
ensure the person is given the help they need 
- and in some cases the advice given over the 
phone could help save someone’s life. 

For staff at the centre, their work is unpre¬ 
dictable and sometimes challenging - but it 
is always very worthwhile. 

Kent Police receives an average of 700-800 
emergency calls a day - which are all dealt 
with at its Force Contact and Control Centre. 

Alongside emergencies, the centre takes a 
further 1,000-1,200 non-emergency calls a 
day, ranging from people seeking advice on 
legislation to those phoning in with informa¬ 
tion to assist the police. 

The Force Contact and Control Centre is 
based in Maidstone and is open 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week, 365 days a year. 

The centre is divided into sections to reflect 


Kent’s six 
policing areas: 

South Kent, 

East Kent, 

Mid Kent, 

West Kent, 

North Kent 
and Medway. 

Chief 
Inspector of 
Operations at 
the centre, 

Nicola Faulconbridge, said: ‘We’re always 
busy, but the peak times are 8am to 10am 
and from 4pm to midnight and we always 
receive more calls during school holidays. 

“We don’t get a lot of nuisance or hoax 999 
calls, but when we do these callers could be 
putting other people’s lives at risk.” 

Ch Insp Faulconbridge said: “All calls are 
valuable, as the callers are possibly witness¬ 
es to what happened.” 

All emergency calls - when there is a crime 
in progress or a life at risk - to Kent Police 
should be made by dialling 999. All other 
calls should be made to 01622 690690.

Gary Wright asks if it will make any difference should public-sector employees strike over cuts 



I WASN’T shocked to learn that union 
activists at local councils are threaten¬ 
ing strike action to show their anger as 
the cuts in public spending become clear. 

After years of retiring at 60 and being assured of a 
job for life, all at the ratepayers’ expense (yes, I know 
it’s ‘council-taxpayers’, but we all understand 
‘ratepayers’), suddenly our council chums have to 
account for how they are spending our cash. 

So, batten down the hatches and prepare for them to 
demonstrate their outrage outside your town hall next 
year. But what are they protesting about exactly? 

Well, in a nutshell they’re a bit cross that those peo¬ 
ple who have worked in the private sector all their 
lives will no longer be relied upon to fork out - getting 
on for a couple of grand a month - for the privilege of 
having their bins emptied every couple of weeks. 

Planning applications have fallen dramatically 
since the credit squeeze, so I expect borough and dis¬ 
trict planning departments to be shedding jobs by the 
dozen. No point striking - that’s not going to make 
more people build extensions. 

Finance departments might think they’re pretty safe 
as careful management of what little cash they have 
will be a vital skill. Remember how KCC managed to 
‘invest’ £50 million of our money in an Icelandic bank.

I reckon any one of the charity treasurers in Kent 
could do a better job. They are people who know how 
to make a little go a long way. 

And visits abroad. We have a bit of a record of that 
in Kent, for sending large parties abroad at ratepayers’ 
expense on ‘fact-finding’ or ‘friendship’ visits. From now 
on, if someone wants to be our friend, let them come 
and see us. And they can pay for their hotel, too. 

Then pensions. It must be pretty galling to have 
worked your way up in the public sector for 35 hours 
every week (less holidays and your eight days sick a 
year - oh, and public holidays). From section minion to 
section leader and then maybe even the head honcho, 
you were secure in the knowledge you’d retire at 60. 

You’ve been pretty smug that for 20-odd years after 
that there’d be a monthly cash windfall pretty close to 
what you were earning. 

Now you can’t just rely on Johnny Ratepayer to 
stump up enough cash to pay for his bins to be emp¬ 
tied so that you and your fellow cottonheads can have 
free money. Outrageous though that might be, per¬ 
haps you understand how your bin-emptying former 
colleagues felt almost 20 years ago when they had to 
go and work for private sub-contractors. 

Strike all you like, but we are all staring down the bar¬ 
rel of tough times. Remember that unless your strikes 
affect bin collections, most people probably won’t notice, 
and if you do withhold your labour, in protest, then we 
have the right to withhold our council-tax payment. 

But be assured the outcome will be the same.

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Kiwi-growers enjoy 
fruits of labours 

EXPERIMENTS are underway in a 
secret location in the county to see if kiwi 
fruit can be grown in Kent. 

A major company, with a base in 
Canterbury, is working to harness recent 
climate change to commercially grow the 
popular fruit and tap into the annual 
market, worth £20 million in the UK. 

Now technicians at Worldwide Fruits 
have started tests at a secret east Kent 
location to see if the fruit can be produced 
in sufficient quantities here to make it 
commercially viable within two years. 

Technicians are using a hectare’s 
worth of vines brought in from Italy and 
Greece in May, which are burgeoning at 
a substantial rate thanks to the expert¬ 
ise of New Zealand kiwi fruit-growers. 

Worldwide Fruit technical director 
Tony Harding said: “The result has been 
1,200 vines are now safely in the ground. 

“The varieties planted to date have 
been green Hayward types. There are 
plans to plant in 2011 yellow-flesh kiwis 
and introduce some of the latest discov¬ 
eries, which are red-fleshed.” 

Fruit development 
technologist 
Caroline Ashdown 
said: “It’s a new 
experience for us 
but we’re confident 
it will be successful 
in some degree as 
we understand the 
vines’ physiology.” 

Kiwi vines grow so 
fast that they are 
being trailed on 
wires strung across concrete supports. 

Harvesting is expected to take place in 
October.

Figures show horror of 
youngsters' rail crimes

TRAIN-surfing, jumping on tracks 
and playing 'chicken’ with 100-tonne 
trains are just some of the shocking 
games played by young people on 
railways every week in Kent. 

And if they’re not playing on the railway line, 
they’re throwing things on it, with objects as 
strange as a kitchen sink being found on tracks. 

The Network Rail findings showed 240 rail 
crimes were carried out in the past year, but the 
true figure is still believed to be much higher. 

Dave Ward, the company’s route director in 
Kent, said the figures are down from last year, 
but too many people are still risking their lives. 

“Trains can’t swerve and can take the length 
of 20 football pitches to stop,” he said. 

“Contact with electricity power lines and 
tracks can result in horrific injuries, bums or 
even death.” 

Crimes can involve distracting train drivers, 
with laser pens being shone in their eyes and 
bricks and fireworks being hurled at trains. 

Young people have also been caught ‘train 
surfing’, where they grip onto the outside of a 
moving train, or playing ‘chicken’, where they 
jump out of the way just before it hits them. 

Bikes, gas cylinders, scaffolding, a pram and

traffic lights have all been thrown onto tracks 
in Kent, causing costly damage and delays. 

As the summer holidays begin, Network Rail 
is asking young people not to put themselves at 
risk by playing near the tracks. 

The company’s No Messin’ campaign, fronted 
by boxer Amir Khan, works with community 
groups to warn youngsters about the dangers. 

Khan is encouraging young people to take up 
positive activities. “They need to know that play¬ 
ing chicken or throwing stones at trains won’t 
get you respect or win you friends,” he said. 

The shocking figures showed 63 incidents of 
objects being thrown at trains; 92 reports of 
trespass; and 15 incidents of graffiti. 


Insp Ed Walton from the British Transport 
Police said: “Every year we see people risking 
their lives either by careless action, such as tak¬ 
ing a shortcut across tracks or by playing on or 
near the line,” he said. 

“Anyone who messes around near the tracks 
is not only risking a court appearance, they are 
putting their lives at risk.” 

JBen Lavender, 17, was killed in April 2009 
at Westgate-on-Sea station when he fell on a 
live line as he crossed the tracks. 

JJade Kenyon, 17, from Snodland, died in 
2006 after touching a live rail as she walked 
along the tracks after missing a train at Cuxton 
station near Rochester.

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After years of bit-part roles Justin 
proves he's not on The Rebound

TWELVE years ago he was playing 
roles that didn’t even appear on 
the movie’s closing credits. But 
now, Justin Bartha - aka the 
anonymous clubgoer in the 1998 
disco film 54 - has reached leading 
man status with his latest movie 
The Rebound. 

Along the way there have been hits 
(National Treasure, The Hangover) and miss¬ 
es (Gigli), but 32-year-old Bartha says he feels 
“extremely grateful for all the great things 
that have happened”. 

The first of his family to forge a career in act¬ 
ing, started out in high-school plays and doing 
community theatre, before training at univer¬ 
sity in New York only to find himself “bum¬ 
ming around trying to get a job”. 

That first job was behind the camera, as a 
production assistant on Analyze This in 1999. 
Later that year, he made his professional act¬ 
ing debut in a short film called Tag. A few 
quiet years followed before he joined the then 
couple-du-jour Ben Affleck and Jennifer Lopez 
in the universally panned Gigli in 2003. Then 
a year later, he finally got his big break as the 
comedic computer whiz Riley Poole in the 
National Treasure films. 

In romantic comedy The Rebound Bartha 
plays Aram Finkelstein, a directionless 24- 
year-old who becomes a nanny for Sandy, the 
perfect suburban wife, played by Catherine 
Zeta Jones, who’s just discovered her husband 
has been having an affair. The pair embark on 
a relationship that goes swimmingly until 
reality rears its ugly head. 

“It’s a really great romantic comedy and 
something everyone can enjoy,” says Bartha. 

“It’s a New York love story where Catherine 
and myself have just got out of bad relation¬ 
ships but find it’s the wrong time to explore 
theirs because of their ages and where they 


are in their life.” 

Written and directed by Julianne Moore’s 
husband Bart Freundlich, Aram’s optimistic 
and romantic stance on life makes him a 
refreshingly sympathetic male character. 

“Aram is a nice guy and there’s some role 
reversal in the movie,” says Bartha. ‘You’re so 
used to seeing men in movies being aggressive 
idiots who are only looking for sex. Aram is a 
sensitive man and that’s really interesting. 
He’s almost too sensitive.” 

But, despite Bartha’s eagerness, it was to be 
a few years before he was cast. 

Director Freundlich has since explained that 


he needed to explore a wide range of people to 
be sure Bartha was the right choice - and 
Bartha readily admits he thought he wouldn’t 
get the role after hearing Catherine Zeta 
Jones had been cast as Sandy. 

As for working with our home-grown star, 
Bartha’s nothing short of gushing. “She’s fan¬ 
tastic. Who doesn’t like her?” 

It’s lucky they got along, as the pair share an 
intimate moment on a sofa before being inter¬ 
rupted by Sandy’s son. 

“It’s very awkward doing those scenes,” he 
laughs. “In that scene I have to fall off this 
couch and kept scraping my chest, so by the 



end of the day I had this rash on it. It was very 
‘not sexy’.” 

Another scene that creates a big laugh hap¬ 
pens when Aram takes Sandy on a date to see 
his best friend’s amateur dramatic showcase, 
which turns out to consist of 46 theatrical 
scenes - with no interval. 

“What’s funny is that it seems like such a 
comedy scene but acting workshops really are 
like that,” he says. “I’ve been to tons of them.”

OFFERING everything from 
cheesy covers to crashing guitars, 
Create Music Festival kept thou¬ 
sands entertained in Ashford’s 
Victoria Park on Sunday. 

With an incredible 11,000 peo¬ 
ple through the gate, Create has 
become the county’s leading free 
festival, a feat made all the more 
impressive by the fact that nearly 
every band on the line-up was 
home-grown. 

The festival boasted extra 
stages this year with an acoustic 
tent, a dance tent and the 
Right Track Music stage for 
younger bands. 

For the first time it also offered 
a bar, and as the threatened rain 
held off many enjoyed a cold beer 
in the sun in front of the 
main stage. 

Many of Kent’s best-known acts 
made an appearance, many of 
which have already enjoyed a 
busy festival season. 

Luke Jackson, a singer-song- 
writer whose talents belie his 
years, and ‘unhinged’ folk act Los 
Salvadores have both already 
played sets at Canterbury’s 
Lounge on the Farm, and both 
put in a spirited performance at 
Create on the acoustic and main 
stage respectively. 

Other highlights included 
Ashford metal band Coronal, 
whose charismatic frontman suc¬ 
ceeded in firing up the crowd 
throughout the band’s brutal 
half-hour set. 

Many acts peppered their sets 
with covers, which was appreciat¬ 
ed by those looking for a hint of 
familiarity. 

Five Floors Up were particular¬ 
ly good in this respect, and 
headliners Green Date, a convinc¬ 
ing Green Day tribute band, 
rounded off the event with an 
effective trawl through the 
Californian three-piece’s back 
catalogue. 

Organiser Chris Dixon from 
Ashford council said: "Create 
2010 has been phenomenal, and 
no doubt the best yet. It is amaz¬

WHILE glitzy KitzbiiheTs 
infrastructure is perfectly 
prepared for the deluge of 
skiers and snowboarders, 
there is a very different feel 
to the area come summer. 

When the hedonism and intensity 
of the ski season has melted away, 
visitors relish the gorgeous scenery 
and, even better, try the variety of 
adventurous pursuits on offer in the 
area. 

I began my four-day break on the 
Saturday evening, and checked into 
what would be my base for the trip - 
the four-star Hotel Jagerwirt, run by 
the same family for four generations. 

The first dinner for our 10-strong 
group was a hearty combination of 
lamb, potato gratin and spinach, 
before a nightcap at Flannigan’s, the 
local Irish bar. 

Next morning, the minibus whisked 
us off to the Mountain High centre 
in Kirchdorf - to be measured for 
wetsuits, lifejackets and helmets for 
our first activity - the family rafting. 

Our time in the 12ft x 6ft raft was 
great fun, and the highlight was 
jumping out of the vessel to float 
down through the rapids on our 
backs, before climbing out and jump¬ 
ing from a cliff face into a plunge pool. 

The rafting course took us into a 
part of Germany for a short while, 
through the wildly romantic Klob- 
enstein Canyon, until the minibus 
came to collect our equipment and 
return us back to Mountain High. 

After lunch, we took the five- 
minute walk from the hotel to the 
Mountain Edge bike centre. 

Our guide Rob provided helmets, 
gloves and bikes, before leading us 


on a specially tailored ride to the 
lake at Schwarzsee, a haven for local 
holidaymakers on this particular 
weekend - a Tyrolean bank holiday 
with the sun shining. 

There was an Italian buffet at the 
Jagerwirt on Sunday night, while 
Monday morning promised our third 
activity of the week- canyoning. This 
was not for the faint-hearted, and four 
of our group backed out when peer¬ 
ing over the edge of the gorge. 

But those of us who stuck with it 
were rewarded with an hour of 
sheer excitement involving slither¬ 
ing down rockslides carved into the 
rock, jumping into frothing plunge 
pools, hanging from cliff faces, and 
floating down through ice-cold water 
on our backs until we reached the 
rest of our party at the base. 

After the adrenaline rush of the 
morning, it was time for a gentle 


three-hour walk through farms, 
forests and flowery meadows and up 
to a waterfall on the south side of 
the Kitzbuheler Horn, which offered 
us excellent views across the town. 

After a dinner of Wiener Schnitzel, 
a few of us embarked on a night out 
in Kitz, stumbling from the town’s 
main nightspot, The Londoner bar - 
jam-packed to the rafters during ski 
season - in the early hours. 

There were sore heads next day as 
we tried Canadian canoeing. Though 
the canoes were safe and stable, 
steering them proved difficult and 
we had countless collisions with the 
rocky banks and capsizes galore. 

While we were on the river, the 
under-14s on our trip had a swim 
and splash around in a nearby lake. 

The farmers’ buffet at the 
Jagerwirt was the perfect way to 
round off our week in Austria.

Cheaper, neater Astra 
estate is coming soon 

VAUXHALL has followed its impressive 
Astra five-door hatchback with a pre¬ 
dictably stylish estate - or Sports Tourer, 
as the brand prefers it. 

Priced from just £16,575 and arriving 
later this year, it will cost some £500 less 
than the current Astra Estate entry 
model, but gains more standard equip¬ 
ment and ‘seats-up’ cargo volume. It will 
also cost just £995 more than equivalent 
hatch models and be built in the UK 
alongside them at Ellesmere Port. It is 
expected to take 10 per cent of Astra sales. 



Customer insight helps 
Honda's hybrid to grow 

HONDA has improved the specification 
and settings of its Insight hybrid in 
response to early customer feedback. 

The suspension of the Ford Focus class 
five-door hatch has been adjusted to 
improve ride comfort and refinement, 
while interior trim has been boosted - 
there is even a new EX model with 
leather and sat nav priced from £20,215. 

Pricing for the Insight starts at 
£16,325 for the SE model, but Honda’s 
current Affordable Driving offer lowers 
this to an attractive £14,995 until the 
end of September.

Honda produces a real 
rival to Teutonic Tourers' 


AFTER a bit of huffing and puff¬ 
ing, Honda finally came good on its 
vow to challenge the Germans in 
the junior executive car race. 

The current Accord is a big improvement 
over its predecessors and, while pricier than 
before, can compete on quality, ride and driv¬ 
ing experience with the BMW 3-Series, Audi 
A4 and Mercedes C-Class, though none of 
these is an out and out leader in my book. 

But if the German trio thought they could 
sigh with relief that Honda’s ambition did not 
quite deliver the killing blow, their nervous¬ 
ness will have returned with the later launch 
of the Accord estate car. 

For this stylish take on the handsome saloon 
is a real rival to the lucrative executive sport¬ 
ing estate or ‘Touring/Avant’ sector that the 
German marques invented; the Honda load- 
lugger is even called a Tourer. 

But where this label was worn rather 
awkwardly by its more utilitarian predecessor, 
the new Accord Tourer was bom to it. 

The trade-off is that the latest estate is 
rather less capacious than the old car, which

could almost have served as a hearse. 

As with the Accord saloon, prices are also 
higher than before (from £22,215), but one can¬ 
not dispute Honda’s claim that it delivers far 
more in refinement, equipment and fit and fin¬ 
ish. Used values are also showing up better 
across all Accord models, so you might pay more 
for your new Accord, but you will get more back. 

The best-selling version of the new Tourer is 
the 2.2iD-TEC or so-called ‘whispering diesel’; 
coupled with those higher residual values it 
appeals to lease companies and fleet buyers 
and delivers more of that prestige company 
car business that Honda wants so badly to 
wrest from the Germans. 

And top-selling trim is the £25,040 ES GT 
married to the diesel with sports suspension, 
half-leather upholstery, an ‘aero’ bodykit and 
17-inch alloys as standard. 

It’s a classy executive load lugger and if the 
price looks high against German rivals, check 
how much kit they throw in for a similar price. 

The quality of the interior of the Honda is 
also excellent. 

Some may feel the dashboard appears over¬ 
ly complex, but it all falls to hand well and is 
intuitive to use.

First-time buyers key to 
getting market moving 

HOUSE prices fell last month, with 
Halifax’s house price index showing a 0.6 
per cent drop and the LSL/Acadametrics 
index showing prices decreasing by 0.5 
per cent. 

But LSL/Acadametrics reports a 7.7 
per cent year-on-year rise in prices, with 
Halifax showing a 6.3 per cent rise. 

Analysts say the average property 
price in England and Wales is £218,119. 

Martin Ellis, housing economist at 
Halifax, said: “The June price fall contin¬ 
ued the trend of a slowdown seen since the 
beginning of this year, following a moder¬ 
ate recovery in 2009. This pattern is in 
line with our view that prices will remain 
pretty much unchanged this year.” 

LSL/Acadametrics also reveals a 20 
per cent jump in the number of proper¬ 
ties sold to 63,500 in June - up from 
52,975 in May. 

David Brown, commercial director at 
LSL Property Services, says the key to a 
market recovery lies with first-time buy¬ 
ers. But he adds: ‘We can’t discount fur¬ 
ther prices falls in the next few months 
as the market continues to stabilise.” 

And Peter Williams, chairman of 
Acadametrics, says traditionally the 
number of houses sold in June is higher 
than in May. 

He said: “This year sales in May were 
abnormally low, possibly owing to uncer¬ 
tainty as a consequence of the election.” 

Study shows seven-year 
low for mortgage rates 

MORTGAGE rates are at their lowest for 
seven years, according to new research. 

The study by Moneyfacts.co.uk found 
the average interest-rate on a two-year 
fixed rate mortgage is 4.52 per cent the 
lowest since September 2003. 

Interest rates on fixed rate mortgages 
have been dropping since September 
last year, as lenders attempt to entice 
borrowers away from low standard vari¬ 
able rates (SVRs). 

“Many borrowers are opting to remain 
on record low SVRs and overpaying their 
mortgage rather than secure a new deal 
at a higher rate,” said Michelle Slade, 
Moneyfacts.co.uk spokesperson. 

“Lenders are trying to persuade bor¬ 
rowers onto new fixed rate deals by mak¬ 
ing significant cuts to rates. 

“Previously, only deals for borrowers 
with large deposits were seeing cuts, but 
as the market improves borrowers with 
smaller deposits are being offered more 
competitive deals too.”

FOUR out of ten landlords reckon 
they would not be able to cover the 
mortgage payments on their prop¬ 
erties if interest rates increase by 
two per cent. 

A fortnight ago the Bank of England held 
the base rate at 0.5 per cent for the 16th con¬ 
secutive month, which is just as well as 
according to a poll by flat share website 
Spareroom.co.uk, who discovered four out of 
ten UK landlords are receiving rents barely 
covering the monthly mortgage repayments 
on their properties. 

For 22 per cent of respondents, a rate rise of 
just one per cent would mean the sums don’t 
add up, and for ten per cent of landlords ques¬ 
tioned the situation is far worse, with a rate 
rise of just 0.5 per cent resulting in a rent- 
mortgage shortfall. 

The research also revealed that six out of ten 
landlords have been forced to hike monthly 
rents since the start of the year, with one in 
five planning to increase rents by five per cent 
this year, and 18 per cent factoring in an 
increase of between three and five per cent. 

However, more than half of these landlords 
said they are worried that they could lose loyal 
and valuable tenants as a result. 

Spareroom.co.uk director Matt Hutchinson 
describes Britain’s landlords in a catch-22 sit¬ 
uation. 

He said: “On the one hand the rise in Capital 
Gains Tax for higher rate taxpayers means 
that many landlords either won’t be able to 
sell their buy-to-let properties full-stop or will 
sell at a far greater loss. “At the same time, 
holding onto their properties means they are 


at the mercy of the Bank of England and fac¬ 
ing higher mortgage payments.” 

Some landlords have also expressed confu¬ 
sion over the concept of ‘fair wear and tear’ 
which has prompted tenancy deposit protec¬ 
tion scheme, mydeposits.co.uk, to create a 
guide for landlords offering advice on how to 
make a sound judgement call at the end of a 
tenancy period. 

As there are no hard and fast rules on what is 
reasonable for wear and tear the new guide 


aims to help landlords weigh up the different 
factors involved in the decision-making process. 

A number of areas, from the length of the 
tenancy period to the occupants themselves 
and the difference between wear and tear and 
damage, are explored. 

The guide also highlights the importance of 
communication between landlord and tenant, 
particularly at the outset of the tenancy, when 
the landlord can set expectations of the ten¬ 
ants and the final condition of the property. 


Energy-efficient homes to miss stamp penalty 



HOMEOWNERS are being 
advised to make their homes 
more energy efficient before 
putting them on the market if 
proposed stamp duty penalties 
come into force. 

Ministers are examining intro¬ 
ducing an increase in stamp duty 
for homes which fall into the 
lowest efficiency bands. 

According to one home energy 
expert, buyers could be put off 
purchasing homes with poor 
energy efficiency to avoid paying 
an extra 0.5 per cent on top of 
their stamp duty bill. 

Marc Blomfield, managing direc¬ 
tor of The National EPC Company, 
a leading provider of Energy 


Performance Certificates (EPCs) 
said: “Millions of homes with poor 
insulation, draughty windows 
and inefficient boilers could be 
subject to the stamp duty penalty, 
potentially putting off buyers. 

“Despite scrapping home infor¬ 
mation packs, the Government 
has signalled its intention to 
increase household energy effi¬ 
ciency by retaining the EPC as 
a required marketing tool. 

“The stamp duty penalty would 
be a further incentive for home- 
owners to make energy saving 
improvements to their homes 
and would be a part of the pro¬ 
posed Green Deal initiative, 
which includes measures to help 


homeowners pay for efficiency 
improvements.” 

The stamp duty penalty sugges¬ 
tion was included in a report com¬ 
missioned by former Chancellor 
Alastair Darling and could be 
tied in with a package of energy 
saving incentives. 

Marc Blomfield added: “The 
Government is committed to 
reducing carbon dioxide emis¬ 
sions and sees households as the 
major target. More than 40 per 
cent of the UK’s C02 emissions 
result from choices people make 
as individuals, with the majority 
coming from the home.”

“It’ll be a loss because since I’ve taken over 
the club Fuller’s been a proper captain.”
